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Albany goat issue alive

| ALBANY — The city council has 
‘ejected organic gardener Dick Ot- 
ierstad’s proposal to keep two 
‘female goats within the city limits 
by refusing to hold a public hearing 
‘necessary to revise a 1944 ban 
against such animals. ; 

But the issue, like the goats, is stil) 
alive and kicking. 

The council voted 3-2 Monday 
night against a public hearing. But 
italso voted 3-1 against outright de- 
nial of Otterstad’s proposal and put 
the issue at the top of next Monday 
night's council agenda. 

However, the discussion next 
week may be little more than a for- 
mality, since a majority of the 
council members say they oppose 
‘changing the ordinance banning 
farm animals. 

(tterstad, who wants to continue 
keeping the goats on the property of 
(. M. Luchessa at 820 Madison St., 
was not permitted to speak, al- 
though he did display a jar of dry, 
berry-like goat droppings which had 
little odor. He said he will defend his 
plan next Monday, presenting a pet- 

“ition with 130 signatures of nearby 
residents supporting him. 

' City Clerk Jacqueline Bucholz 
“said she has received a dozen letters 
from residents favoring the goats. 

- However, City Attorney Robert 
Jweben said the 1944 ordinance for-

bids the keeping of any bull, steer, 
sheep, pig, goat, sow or swine within 
the city limits. 

In his application, Otterstad de- 
scribed his land improvement ef- 
forts, which at the Luchessa prop- 
erty includes his own landscaping 
and removal of the weeds and un- 
wanted vegetation by the browsing 
goats. 

The first council vote Monday 
night followed Councilwoman Joyce 
Jackson’s motion that a public hear- 
ing necessary to ordinance revision 
be scheduled for Aug. 6. This failed, 
3-2, with Councilman William Lewis 
joining Mrs. Jackson. Dissenters 
were Mayor Robert Luoma and 
Councilmen Lewis Howell and Louis 
George. 

Amid a hubbub from the audience 
where pro and con speakers de- 
manded the floor, Howell made a 
motion to deny Utterstad’s applica- 
tion. 


Howell said, “If I allowed goats in 
Albany, I could not come to the next 
council meeting!” 

This angered Mrs. Jackson who 
insisted that “fair play’”’ required at 
least that the matter be placed on 
next week’s agenda for discussion. 


Lewis agreed with her. Mayor 
Luoma noted that the council’s re- 


fusal to hold a public hearing was” 


already the deciding factor, what- 
ever happens later. During the gen- 


eral confusion of arguments and ris- 
ing voices, Howell arose and de- 
parted. ‘ 

The council then voted 3-1 against 
Howell’s motion to deny the hear- 
ing, with Councilman George the 
only affirmative voter in the ab- 
sence of Howell. Luoma said after 
the meeting that his vote against the 
motion was for procedural reasons 
only, allowing the item to be placed 
on next week’s agenda. 


Otterstad later said he hopes to 
point out to the council next week 
that cities such as Richmond, #1 
Cerrito, Berkeley and Vakland all 
allow goats within their city limits 
while banning other livestock. 

He said the two goats, which are 
temporarily kept in Berkeley pend- 
ing the outcome of the council delib- 
erations, formerly were part of a 
UC-Berkeley research project. 


He noted that his own home at 718 


Adams St.. is about one block dis- . 


tant from the Luchessa property 
where the goats would be kept. 

Displaying a jar of dry, berry-like 
goat droppings which had little 
aroma, Otterstad said that female 
goats are affectionate, quiet and do 
not bite people. 


“Other cities have excepted 
female goats from their ordinances. 
I wish Albany would do the same,” . 
he said.

ALBANY — The Albany City 
Council has turned down a proposed 
49-unit condominium development 
on Albany hill but approved a 21-unit

The bill allows the Kensington 
ite District to start levying “av- 
illability charges’’ on all property 
and permits the Kensington Com- 
munity Services District to impose a 

Special tax”’ to raise money. 


The extra revenues would replace 
fire, police and recreation tax col- 
lections that were wiped out by 
Prop. 13. The annual extra charges 
could not exceed the cost of police or 
fire protection. The pa 
charge and special tax could be col- 
lected as separate items on the 
county tax bill or through separate 
billings. 

_The committee was told that Ken- 
Sington residents took a straw vote 
indicating 90 percent were in favor 
of the legislation. Two-thirds voter 
approval would be required for the 
measure to pass. 

The bill, although written specifi- 
cally for Kensington, can apply to 
the 48 community service and 59 fire 
districts throughout the state. 

Already quetaved by the Senate, 
the bill now heads to the full Assem- 
bly for consideration.

A recent graduate of Berkeley High School, Perotti is 
a handsome, driven youth who says he works long days 
and constantly is coming up with ideas to rise to the top of 
his business endeavors.

HOUSTON (AP) — Two British bankers, held for a $10 
million ransom by Marxist guerrillas in El Salvador, 
were savoring the taste of freedom for the first time in 
seven months. 

Tan C. Massie, 46, and Michael Chatterton, 47, have 
been kept secluded from reporters since their arrival in 
Houston Tuesday and are undergoing extensive medical 
examinations. Their wives were flown in to join them. 

A spokesman for Lloyds Bank International, their 
employer, said the two men will hold a news conference 
today on their months as hostages. 

Massie was manager of the bank’s San Salvador 
branch and Chatterton was his assistant. They had been 
in El Salvador about three months when they were seized 
on a street near the bank last November. 

The guerrillas, who collected a $10 million ransom, re- 
leased the bankers at separate locations in El Salvador 
Monday, said a spokesman for the Bank of London and 
South America, a branch of Lloyds.

PARIS (AP) — The United States consumed 0.7 per- 
cent less oil in the first four months of 1979 than it did in 
the first four months of 1978, while five major European 
nations consumed 3.3 percent more and Japan 2.5 per- 
cent more, the Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development reports. 

The United States and its allies have been quarreling 
over who uses more oil and who has done more to cut 
down, and the latest statistics favored the Americans. 

The figures, published Wednesday by the organization 
that keeps tabs on the economies of 24 industrialized na- 
tions, showed European oil consumption up in France, 
West Germany, Britain, Italy and the Netherlands. 

The industrialized nations have set a goal of cutting 
their oil consumption by 5 percent this year to bring 
world demand back into line with supply and ease the 
pressure on prices.

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fleeting fame 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Twelve men, all Americans, 
have walked on the moon. They came back as heroes 
and, for most, with fleeting fame. 

Neil Armstrong earned a place in history 10 years ago 
when he became the first human to stir the ancient lunar 
dust, Few recall the others, their names only dim 
memories. 

The role, in order, Armstrong, Aldrin, Conrad, Bean, 
Shepard, ,itchell, Scott, Irwin, Young, Duke, Cernan and 
Schmitt. 

Each was affected profoundly by his visit to another 
planet. The view from a quarter-million miles away gave 
each a greater awareness of the Earth and its relative 
place in the Universe. 

““My impression was of the importance of that small, 
fragile, remote blue planet,’’ Armstrong reported. 
“People everywhere have, by television and photo- 
graphs, shared that perspective and shared our concern 
for the security of our globe.’’ 

On return to Earth, some had difficulty readjusting. 
But most have carved successful second careers. 

Seven are business executives, one a millionaire; one 
is a U.S. senator, one a college professor, one an 
evangelist. Two remain astronauts.

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Gold mining blamed for merc 


Significant levels of mercury have 
been measured in game fish caught 
in seven California rivers, and the 
state Water Quality Control Board is 
considering more extensive study of 
the situation. 

Most mercury levels were below 
official safety ‘standards, but one 
carp taken from the Yuba River 
yielded 1.98 parts of mercury per 
million — well over the state and 
federal standards. The current food 


and drug administration safety 
level is 1 part per million for mer 
cury, and the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency standard is 0.5 parts 
per million. 

A squaw fish taken at Green’s 
Landing on the Sacramento River in 
1976 yielded 0.8 parts of mercury per 
million. 

Richard Woodard, who headed the 
study in 1976 and 1977, said a gr an 
deal more testing is necessary. 


lot of the mercury can be traced to 
gold mining operations in the last 
century,’ said Woodard, “but mer- 
cury is still present in natural for- 
mations which the water passes 
over. We may be getting mercury 
from that.” 

The seven rivers studied in the 
tests were the Yuba, Cache Creek, 
Russian, Sacramento, Mokelumne, 
Klamath and San Lorenzo rivers. 
Woodard said it is possible that 


the mercury levels were signific 
antly higher in 1976 and 1977 be- 
cause of the drought, but only 
further tests will confirm this. 

The FDA allowed higher limits on 
mercury in 1978 after a federal 
judge ruled in Florida that the old 
imits — equivalent to the EPA 
standards were too strict. 

The judge’s ruling was based on 
the premise that since people are 
eating fewer fish today than when 


the 0.5 parts of mercury per million 
standard was established, they can 
stand a higher level before a serious 
health hazard occurs. 

However, the EPA has not re 
laxed its standard

heartworms, This medicine 
is given by mouth every day 
and must be started the day 
before your dog enters the 
mosquito-rich area and 
must continue for 60 days 
after your dog leaves the 
area. 

The pao signs of 
heartworm disease are the 
signs of heart and lung fai- 
lure: cough on excitement 
or exercise, night cough, 
tiring more easily than be- 
fore, breathing hard more 
readily than before, or gen- 
eral loss of condition. Other 
disorders can mimic the 
signs of heartworm dis- 
ease; and heartworm dis- 
ease may present itself with 
signs other than those that 
I’ve mentioned. But if your 
dog has any of these signs, 
he/she should be examined 
by your veterinarian. 

In any case, if your dog is 
tested and found positive 
for heartworms, treatment 
is possible. It is far better to 
treat an affected dog BE- 
FORE he/she shows any 
signs of heartworm disease 
rather than wait until signs 
of disease begin; because 
by that time some of the 
heart and lung changes that 
have occurred will be ir- 
reversible — even with suc- 
cessful elimination of the 
worms. Treatment involves 
a two-day course of injec- 
tions in-hospital, then se- 
verely restricted exercise 
for eight weeks after, fol- 
lowed by a course or two of 
home medication. The 
treatment is somewhat 
risky, but it is usually far 
better to treat an affected 
dog than to wait and do no- 
thing. 

The most important point 
about heartworms is that, 
as with all preventable dis- 
eases, prevention is safer 
and surer than cure. The 
best thing for your dog is to 
put him/her on 
tive medication if you and 
your veterinarian decide 
that the situation warrants.

Government makes tire shopping easier 


Selecting tires that fit 
your family’s iin J habits 
and budget is a tricky busi- 
ness, but new government 
regulations should make it 
easier to comparison shop 
for quality. 

Under the rules, all tires 
will have to be graded as to 
traction, treadwear and 
temperature resistance, 
The program is known as 
the Uniform Tire Quality 
Grading System, some- 
times abbreviated as 
UTQGS. 

It went into effect April 1 
for bias-ply tires and will be 
expanded to bias-belted 
tires on Oct. 1 and to radials 
on April 1, 1980. 

Use the grades to get the 
most for your money. Price 
alone is not the key to value. 
A $40 tire with top or near- 
top grades might, for 
example, be a better buy 
than a $25 tire with one or 
more low grades. 

The highest grades gen- 
erally are expected on the 
higher-priced radials which 
now represent about half 
the replacement tires sold 
every year. About 30 per- 
cent of the replacement 
tires are bias-ply and 20 
percent are bias-belted. 

At first, you will see the 

rades listed on paper 
labels attached to the tires. 
Later, the information will 
be molded on the sidewall. 

Here’s what the grades 
will mean: 

TREADWEAR 

Tires are graded on a 
numerical sequence that 
starts with 80 and goes up to 
90, 100, 110, 120, 130, 140, 150, 
etc. The higher the number, 
the longer the treadwear. 

The grades are based on 
tests made at a government 
course in Texas. They do 
not tell you how long a tire 
will last; they do, however, 
allow you to compare sev-
